tion of Senator William Goebel, shot 
yesterday near the state capitol, was 
unchanged this morning. 


He is very weak and the chan6es are 


against his recovery. 


His condition continued very low 


this forenoon and his physicions antici- 
pate death, 


N"o proelamtion declaring martial law 


had been issued up to. S o'clock, and 
this morning many expected the legisla- 
ture would vote today to seat Gcebel 
at governor. 


About 500 soldiers arrived from Lou- 


isville and Covington during the night. 


Later in the day Governor Taylor is- 


sued a proclamation Hdjqurning the 
general assembly because of the •'in- 
surrection" prevailing. 


The state capitol swarms with troops. 
The democratic members cf the le- 


gislature declined to acknowledge the 
proclamation and were endeavoring to 
hold a legislative session elsevhere, but 
the soldiers were watching- them. 


The democrats want to declare Goebel 


pifcted governor of Kentucky. 


There is no trace of the real assassin 


of Goebel. 


The court of apeals has refused to sit 


while the militia is here, stating that 
Middlebo-ro advices annouce that ap- 
pelate Judges Hazelrigg and HTobson 
were to have been killed yesterday. 


Dr. Hume, who had been in attend- 


ance upon Senator Goebel throughout 
the night, came from the wounded 
man's bedroom at 8.40 today and an- 
nounced that there was hardly a pos- 
sibility that Mr. Goeebl could recover. 


"The only thing that keeps him 


•alive," said Dr. Hume, is his splendid 
nerve. He cannot keep up that alone 
however, and I consider that death is 
a practical certainty, and that within 
a very short ime." 


Kir. Goebel was slightly better 
at 


daybreak than he had been since yes- 
terday evening. He was troubled dur- 
ing the night with frequent spells of 
nausea, which his physicians declared 


to be a bad symptom. Internal hem- 
morrhages ceased, however, and this 
was looked upon as evidence that he 
might pull through. 


The courage of the wounded man 


never failed him for an instant and 
when able to talk he insisted that he 
would recover.

apprehending the man who did the 
shooting, and it is not likely that any 
will be made, 


The police have practically aban-

Later ue became- 
the law partner of John G. Carlisle, the 
ex-speaker, senator and secretary of 
the treasury. He was prominent as a 
member of the democratic state com- 
mittee for years. The democratic state 
convention at Louisville last June no- 
minated Goebel for governor. • Senator 
Goebel was the author of the present 


i election law of Kentucky, a measure 
I which has attracted unusual attention 


on account of its peculiar provisions. 
C: the returns of the coumi boards, 
atterwaid affirmed by the state board 
ef elections, the certificate or election 
was given to Taylor, the contestee. 


Mr. Goebel's first advent in politics 


was as a candidate for state senator to 
fill the unexpired term of J. W. Bryan, 
who was elected lieutenant governor 
with Buckner in 1887, and he has since 
continuously represented Kenton coun- 
ty in the senate He is simple in his 
manners, has been a close student, al- 
ways poring over law books or liter- 
ature. He is 44 years old, and never 
married. Goebel is a fearless man and 
has had various encounters, the most 
notable being a street duel with, John 
L. Sanford, president of the Farmers' 
and Traders' bank of Covington, April 
11, 1S95, in which Sanford was killed by 
Goebel. The testimony at the coroner's 
inquest and the examining trial was 
that Stanford had been the aggressor, 
and Goebel was -acquitted. Governor 
John Young Brown, knowing all the 
circumstances 'of the case, sent Goebe-1 
a pardon before he had been tried.

London, Jan. 31.—It is now known that

tions, the eighth division shall not be 
sent to South Africa.

This decision 
to delay the eighth division at a time 
•when reinforcements are so urgently re- 
quired may only mean that transports 
are not yet available, and that the di-

ready. 
Tha mobilization of reserve warships, 


If such a course shall be determined 
upon, would be of the utmost Import- 
ance. There Is nothing in the intelli- 
gence possessed by the public to cause 
the cabinet's prolonged discussion of 
this matter; and the inference is that 
the fleet may be mobilized as a general 
warning to other countries to keep their

vance matters in South Africa, nor an 
alternative policy to expound. 
Mr. 


Chamberlain preserved a discreet si- 
lence, although throughout the speeches 
of Sir Henry Carnpbell-Bannerman and 
Mr. Balfour he displayed unusual ex- 
citement, embarrassing both by fre- 
quent comments. He kept turning to- 
ward Mr. Balfour during Sir Henry's 
speech with suggestions for argument, 
to -which Mr. BalfoM did not seem.to 
res-pond with much enthusiasm. 
Mr. 


Balfour's speech was a repetition of his 
rather flippant orations outside the 
hous«. Lord Salisbury was pale and 
looked 
careworn. 
Lord Lansdowne 


seemed also very much depressed. 


The solemn air which seemed to per- 


vade the ujper chamber was in strong 
contrast with the dazzling surroundings 
of the occasion. Many ladies were 
dressed in mourning, which gave a sad 
tone to the scene. Lord Roseberry'B 
speech was the only one which ma.d.' a 
strong impression; and it IB interpreted 
in many quarters to indicate a readi- 
ness, in the event o£ a chamgs of min- 
istry, to assume the burdens of the 
premiership. 


So far as the house of commons is con- 


cerned the debate there never reached a 
high level. 


The general tone of the morning pa- 


per editorials is that the reopening of 
parliament has afforded little or nothing 
to give the country assurance or to re- 
lieve a heavy load of anxiety. 


Spencer Wilkinson, reviewing the 


military situation in The Morning Post, 
says: There is again a remarkable 
scarcity of Information about what is 
taking place in the theater of war.

The column under General Kelly- 


Kenny has occupied Thebus, about 30 
miles by railway from Colesburg, where 
General French is operating, and about 
45 miles from Stormberg Junction, 
where the Boers opposed to General Gat- 
acre are believed to be. 
The strength 


of General Kenny's column is not told, | 
but as that officer commands the Sixth 
division, the whole of which has reached 
Cape Town, and as there is no word of 
any part of it having gone to Natal, the 
probability is that the column is 
identical with the division. 


At any rate it Is to be hoped that this 


Is the case, and that the last has been 
heard of breaking up divisions into 
fragments. 
The dispatch of this col- 


umn, 
if as must be presumed, it is strong 


enough for independent operations, por- 
tends a great deal. 


In the first place It means that the 


campaign in Natal is to be left to take 
care of itself, for, if the Sixth division 
Is at Thebus, there is no other force 
at Cape Town capable of turning the 
balance in Natal. Ladysmith, then, is 
not to be relieved. 
Its garrison must 


hold out as long as possible, or make 
m desperate attempt to fight Its way out, 
unless, indeed, General Buller, with such 
forces as he has there, is a third time 
to drive back the Boer army. This de- 
cision implies that the war will be pro- 
longed, and that the Boers are to be 
given time to push their advantage in 
Natal. 
They will try to overcome Gen- 


eral White's force and to take the of- 
fensive against General Buller, whose 
army they would, in that case, perhaps, 
be able to hold by putting several parts 
Of their own mobile force In positions on 
bis front, flanks and rear. 
General 


Buller would k»ep them occupied1 as 
long as hia supplies and ammunition 
lasted. 


During the*e operations the British 


lorces In Cape Colony and the rein- 
forcements on the way would be col- 
lected into an army to march through 
tjhe Free State. 
If that march could 


be rapid enough to produce an effect 
on the' mind of the Boer commander-ln- 
«Klef, while General Buller's force is 
tetill occupying him, the plan might lead 
to a decisive reault, but there can hardly 
be a start for another month, and a 
march through the Free State must take 
a month at least. 
It Is not easy today 


to foresee what can happen in Natal by 
the end of March. 


Meanwhile the mission of General 


Kelly-Kenny does not altogether ex- 
plain itself. 
It seerna a little strange 


that the new column should not first 
Have been sent to the asslst&nct ot 
General French, who has hemmed In a 
force of Boers, but finds them rein- 
forced from the north. 
Anything like a 


division added to General French's 
force ought to enable- him to destroy 
the Boer forces with which he Is deal- 
ing, by completing his circle around 
them, and then to gradually close it ia 
upon them. 


The formation of a fresh column while 


this kind of concentration was possible 
looks like • a continuation of the old 
policy of dispersion instead of con- 
centration.

•Washington, Jan. 31.—Senator Bacon 


of Georgia yesterday spoke on his reso- 
lution referring to the Philippines, pro- 
viding after the termination of the in- 
surrection for the independence of the 
archipelago, under the protectorate of 
the United States. 


He maintained that the United States 


ewed as much to the Filipinos as it did 
to the Cubans, to whom, by resolutions 
of congress, self-government had been 
promised, and he strongly urged that 
his resolutions, declaring it to be the 
intention of this government to con- 
fer the right of self-government upon 
the Filipmos, be adopted as a means 
not only of terminating the war, but of 
extending to a struggling people justlca 
and freedom. 


He declared that to hold the Islands 


as a subject colony involves a revolu- 
tion in our system of government. He 
said he did not plead the cause of the 
Philippine people, but that of the Amer- 
ican who did not wish the government 
to become an imperial government, 
holding vassal and subject colonies. 
The Philippines, he said, would always 
be a weak spot, and in case or any 
complications with foreign powers and 
to defend them would require so large 
a naval force that the Atlantic coast 
would have to depend upon its land de- 
fenses. 
He believed the permanent 


retention of the islands would cost an- 
nually more than" $100,000,000, and de- 
crared that the pretence that the Phil- 
ippines are necessary to our trade in 
the Orient is a delusion and a snare.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 31.—State Sena- 


tor Goebel was shot and badiy, wounded 
at 11:1« yesterday morning. The-wild- 
est excitement was Instantly created in 
the town, and within 10 minutes after 
Mr, Goebel had been shot- the streets 
were filled with men carrying rifles and 
revolvers. 


Harland Whittaker, a farmer from 


Butler county, the home county of 
Governor Taylor, is now 
on jail at 


Louisville, charged with the 
crime. 


There is no direct evidence against 
Whittaker, and he was placed under 
arrest more because he was caught 
around the capitol building when the 
shots were fired than for any other 
apparent reason. 
He denies in tha 


most positive manner that he had any 
connection with the shooting, or knew 
anything about it. He was running to- 
ward the scene of the shooting when he 
was arrested. 


Mr. Goebel was wounded by a rifle 


ball of small calibre, not over 38, which 
struck him in the right side, just below 
the armpit. 
The ball passed through 


the back part of the right lung, across 


j the body in a diagonal line, passing out 


below the left shoulder blade. 


Mr. Goebel was on his way to the sen- 


ate chamber in company with Colonel 
Chlnn and Warden Lillard of the Frank- 
fort penitentiary. 
Mr. Lillard was a 


few feet in advance of Goebel and Chinn, 
who were walking side by side, Goebel 
being on the right and Chlnn upon tha 
left. 


From the outer edge of the capitol 


grounds to the steps of the 
capitol 


building, the distance Is about 300 feet. 
Two-thirds of this had been passed, and 
the men were walking slowly, when sud- 
denly' a shot rang out from a large 
three-story building which stands 50 
feet east of the capitol building. This 
building is used for offices by nearly all 
the leading officials of the state, Gov- 
ernor Taylor and the secretary of stata 
having rooms on the first floor. As the 
shot was heard, Goebel gave a quick 
Involuntary exclamation of pain, and 
made an effort to draw his own re- 
•yolver. 
His strength was unequal to 


the task, however, and he sank upon 
the pavement. 
With great rapidity 


several more shots were fired, the bul- 
lets striking the brick sidewalk close to 
where Goebel lay. None 
of 
them 


'touched him, howsver. 


A crowd of men was quickly around 


Goebel. He was losing much blood and 
was carried to the office of Dr. Hume. 
He was laid, on a sofa, while Dr. Hume 
made a hasty examination, pronouncing 
the wound to be ol a nature that must 
cause death in a short tima. 
Goebel, 


who showed great fortitude and courage 
throughout, smiled weakly as he hearcj 
the verdict, and fee>ly rolled his head 
from side to side in token of dissent from 
the opinion expressed by the physician. 


The bullet which struck Mr. Goebel 


was fired from a window in the center 
of the third-story of the office building 
just east of the capitol. 
That window 


was raised about eight Iches from the 
Bill to permit an unobstructed passage 
for the bullet when Mr. Goebel should 
come within range. 
The window was 


left open, no effort having been made to 
close It. 
Not another window in the 


building was opened, nor were there any 
places where bullets had been fired 
through them. 


That the shooting was the result of 


a carefully laid plan Is without ques- 
tion. The assassin had evidently taken 
his stand at the open window, and 
waited until his victim was in full sight 
before firing. 


Ever since the Influx of mountaineers 


last week, a large number of them have 
been sleeping in the upper part of the 
state house. It is not known, however, 
that any of the men did the work, or 
that they had any knowledge of the 
premeditated crime. 
There has not, so 


far, 
been discovered the slightest direct 


evidence pointing to any man. 


The man who fired the shots concealed 


his location by using smokeless powder 
cartridges. 
A score of persons were 


where they had a full view of the side 
of the building from which the firing 
was done, and all declare that not a 
sign of powder smoke was visible. 


A physician from Senator Goebel's 


bedside at 3:10 a. m. says tRere has been 
no change in his condition for two 
hours, but that he is in a nxecarious con- 
dition. Other information is that should 
his wound prove fatal It will be this 
morning. 


Whittaker was arrested as he came 


flown the steps ori the east side of the 
state office building, directly below the 
window from which tha shots had been 
fired. In an instant he was surrounded 
by a group of men, many of them with 
drawn revolvers. He made no attempt 
to escape and submitted quietly to a 
search, which was quickly made, the 
proceeds bein.g three revolvers and ona 
big knife. An examination of the re- 
volvers showed that none of the cart- 
ridges had been used and there was no 
powder smut on any part of his weap- 
ons, proving conclusively that he could 
not have used any of his three revolvers. 
In addition to this the shots were from 
a rifle and from a ama-Uer weapos. 


Whittaker was- led away and placed 


in jail while a guard waa placed at the 
outer entrance to keep out all people who 
had. tiot direct connection with the in« 
ttitutlon. 


While William Goebel lay at the point 


of death the contesting boards, which 
for two weeks had been listening to the 
evidence in his contest for the governor's 
chair, declared him entitled to the seat. 


The boards having in Iharge the con- 


tests .between Goebel and Taylor for 
governor and Beckham and Marshal! for 
lieutenant governor, met Ia»t night to 
consider the evidence submitted to them 
and prepare their report to the legisla- 
ture. By a strict party vote of 10 to 1 
William Goebel waa declared to havs 
been legally eledted governor of Ken- 
tucky.

"I found this to be so. There was al- 


most as much fighting done among the 
spectators as there was in the ring. 
Some one behind me used my hat In an 
argument with another man, hammer- 
Ing on It with his fists to emphasize 
particular points. 


"The fight was run In a most extraor- 


dinary manner. The man who lost It 
was declared the winner. A man In 
the audience told me that this was 
done because the person who owned 
the building had bet on the wrong one. 


"And every one was so deucedly fa- 


miliar. It was not a bit like London. 
A man who chewed tobacco called me 
'Sonny.' The other man who smashed 
my bat grew angry when I called his 
attention to it. He said he was an 
American citizen. 
When a man In 


New York treads on you or overcharges 
you, he always says that It Is usually 
said in a very strong Irish or German 
accent. 


"I do not believe in all this familiar- 


ity. 
A man told me that he didn't 


either socially, but that in business fa- 
miliarity gave jou a real good chance 
to get right trp against a man, and then 
you could get bis watch more easily. 
This was certainly a very remarkable 
statement. I hear the'most strange 
things from every one about American 
customs. 


"But these feuds in the Green Grass 


State, as they call Kentucky, are very 
wonderful affairs. I shall certainly 
have to go out there and see one. A 
man told me that they occur on regular 
stated occasions and that you could 
buy a ticket to one, though he warned 
me that I should have to book It long 
In advance. 


"That is very remarkable. I do not 


think I ever heard in England of a 
ticket that admitted you to see a feud. 
If the matter had not been explained 
to me by a reliable man, I should hazi- 
ly credit It at all."

Since the publi- 


i cation of the article a phototherapy ap- 


paratus has beeu constructed and used 


! by a Brooklyn physician, Dr. George 


I G. Hopkins. It is the first ever used in 


I the United States and has attracted 
' wide attention from the medical pro- 
fession, particularly 
among doctors 


1 -wiio are interested in the treatment of 


1 cancer. A number of cancer special- 


; ists from other cities have been present 


i at treatments by this apparatus, and 
' from one of them a description of the 
1 cases that he saw was obtained. 


j 
The Fiusen invention has already 


beeu described. 
The apparatus in 


1 Brooklyn is the same as the original, 


•svith the exception of some unimpor- 
tant details. Its main feature is a 


, tube constructed like a telescope, which 


directs a very powerful ray of light 
upon the patient. The light, which is 


1 electric, is of about 22,000 candle pow- 
, er. 
By means of quartz lenses the 


', light is decomposed, the heat rays be- 


ing eliminated and the actinic rays, 


j blue, violet and ultra violet, being pass- 


ed on along the tube. These are the 
rays which, directed upon the diseased 
part, act as germicides. They have no 
effect upon sound flesh. The tube is 
suspended from an overhead frame 
and can be turned at any angle. 


The physician who is the above pa- 


per's informant has had opportunity to 
follow three of the cases closely and 
•was familiar with one of them before 
the phototherapy treatment was tried. 
This is the case of a Boston woman 
•who has had lupus vulgaris, the com- 


I mon cancer of the face, for 14 years. 


This is a disease generally regarded by 
medical men as incurable, and all that 


i treatment has been able to do is to 


check its progress. 


! 
"This woman was treated for about 


' a month, I believe," says the physi- 
cian. "The treatment was daily and 
•was the same every day. 
Dr. Hop- 


kins simply selected the spot on which 
to -work and directed the tube upon it, 
holding it there for an hour. The rays 
covered a spot about the size of a niek- 
el, perhaps a little larger, and one 
treatment was all that any one spot 
got The cancer was a bad one. The 
woman's nose was very much swollen, 
and her face '$as cancerated on the 
left cheek and up around both eyes. 
The ulcerated points were extremely 
sensitive, and all the affected part was 
a harsh red color. At first the light 
seemed to have no effect, but within a 
day or two the spot operated upon lost 
its sensitiveness, glazed and dried up, 
and presently the cancerous appear- 
ance began to disappear and the flesh 
to assume a healthy aspect. 
Within 


about a week that spot was good, 
sound flesh. I saw several treatments 
of this woman and finally saw her just 
before she was discharged as cured 
and examined her face carefully. Her 
aose was reduced to its normal size, 
the ulcerated points had been eradi- 
cated, and instead of the 
angry 


red of the cancer the flesh of the part 
affected was white—in fact, a little 
whiter than the rest of the face. The 
strong light had bleached it, I suppose. 
To all appearances it was a complete 
cure of a disease which we have al- 
ways regarded as susceptible only to 
the knife. I asked the woman if she 
felt any sensation under the rays, and 
she said that there was no feeling at 


, all.

"The next case I saw was that of a 


Miss B. The lupus was on the back, a 
rare manifestation of the disease, and 
it was a very malignant and offensive 
case. The noticeable feature in her 
case was that the discharge was check- 
ed almost instantly upon treatment. 
Unfortunately the case was not com- 
pleted, as the patient while still under 
treatment was token with a disorder 
of the stomach, of which she died. An- 
other case upon which I saw the rays 
used several times rwas that of a man 
over 80 years old. He is still under

Dr. Hopkins 
has to wear goggles also and the pa- 
tient too. Nor were the glasses alone 
sufficient protection to the doctor. 
Where the light escaped from the 
frame it fell upon the top of his head' 
and took the skin off like a bad case of 
'sunburn. That was,- of course, the un- 
decomposed light. The operating rays 
do not burn and, indeed, seem to have, 
DO effect whatever, as far as I could 
judge, where they touch sound flesh. 
One evening as I enme out of the 
house while Dr. Hopkins was using 
the rays I found a crowd watching 
with wonderment the brilliant flashes 
that could bo seen through the window 
shade and debating whether to turu in 
a flre alarm.

A SEVEN MAST SCHOONER. 


Skipper Crovrley Believes In the In* 


crease of JHauts to Save Money. 
Captain John '.J. Crowley of Taun- 


ton, 
Mass.. wlij.i-** fleet of schooners 


Is engaged in the- coal trade, principal- 
ly between Philadelphia and New Kug- 
lanil ports, has startled the shipping 
community of the United States by a 
proposition to tmilil a seven masted 
schooner that will cargo (i.OOO tons of 
coal, says the Philadelphia. Press. As 
yet New England builders hesitate 
undertaking such a contract, despite 
the fact that there is now under con- 
struction at the yards of H. M. Bean 
of Caimlen, Me., a six master for the 
same skipper. 


About a year ago Captain Crowley 


caused quite a sensation by appearing 
at Philadelphia in comma nil of the 
schooner John 11. Prescoit. a five 
master, carrying nlf at 4,.">UO tons of 
coal, she being the .Tut craft of this 
kind built since the Governor Ames, 
which was constructed at Waldoboro, 
Me., in 1S8S and was never a very suc- 
cessful vessel. 
During the last 12 


months several other five masters nave 
been built. 
Then a si\ master was 


started, and now comes Captain Crow- 
ley's proposition to build a seven 
master. 


IJ. M. Bean, the well known ship- 


builder, when Captain Crowley con- 
tracted for the six master now under 
construction, when asked what would 
be the advantages of a six master, 
said that such a craft on practically 
the same expense could carry a much 
largpr cargo of coal nnd would be easy 
to handle, there not being need for so 
much canvas to the mast, lie thought 
that a six master, if well built, would 
be a fast sailor, and this opinion, he 
claims, holds good with a seven 
master. 
If a five master can return 


dividends of '20 per cent, he holds the 
six and seven masters, with larger 
tonnage, running at practically the 
same expense, could-yield even a" lar- 
ger percentage of profit. 


Despite this rapid increase in the 


size of schooners, the more practical 
and conservative owners claim that as 
a/matter of investment a vessel carry- 
ing from 1,000 to 1,400 tons is by far 
the more profitable, as she is, by rea- 
son of her handj' size, fit for the lum- 
ber and offshore trade as well as for 
the carrying of coal. 


A WONDERFUL BOAT. 


Fifty Miles an Hour Figured on For 


Flint's -Sew Yaelit. 


Charles R. Flint, the millionaire, has 


set his heart on being the owner of the 
fastest boat in the world, and he is 
sparing no money in the construction 
of his world beater in the shipyard at 
Kyacfc, N. Y. The yacht was designed 
to speed close to 50 miles an hour. 
The new boat, which Mr. Flint thinks 
he will name the Arrow, will be much 
larger and more powerful than the El- 
licle, yet will contain all the features 
which gave that boat its wonderful 
speed. In fact, Designer Mosher has 
greatly improved upon the features of 
that boat, says the New York Press. 
The new yacht is in frame and will be 
launched next spring. Kext summer 
it will make its speed trials over the 
Irvington course, where the Bllide 
made all previous trials. 


The yacht will be 130 feet long, with 


12 feet 6 inches beam. 
It will have 


4,000 horsepower, enough for an ocean 
steamer. 
The engines, designed by 


Mosher, are about completed. 
The 


hull, which is building at Nyack, is of 
mahogany, double planked, with alu- 
minium frames. The yacht calls for a 
speed of between 48 and 50 miles an 
hour, and experts who have examined 
the plans say that this will doubtless 
be obtained. 


This remarkable vessel IB being so 


constructed that in a fixed time she 
may be converted into a torpedo boat 
of the highest speed and fitted with a.t 
powerful battery of torpedoes and rap- 
id fire guns. She is to be fitted with 
independent air, feed and circulating 
pumps, with an electric plant capable 
of supplying 60 incandescent lights 
and powerful searchlights. 


The materials used in the yacht are 


mostly nickel, steel and bronze. She 
is divided by steel bulkheads into seven, 
water tight compartments, and her 
coal capacity is sufficient to allow her 
to cross the Atlantic.

A report on our Asiatic trade prepar- 


;d by lM-auk II. Hitchcock, chief of the 
lorelgu markets section of the agricul- 
tural di'partuifut, siiows that there has 
bi-fu a great development of our trade 
with China and Japan during the past 
tlwade. 
Ku'cord figures were eabily 


reached in tho fiscal year 18'JO, wueii 
the value of the merchandise exchang- 
ed with these two countries, including 
the port of*IIougkong, reached $87,- 
Ui;5,Gb8, against only $4(;,2'.H.1C7 in 
168!). The four years following 1889 
witnessed a steady increase that final- 
ly culminated in 1803 with a record of 
$(;o,2Sl,38C, the highest up to that time. 
In the fiscal year ISM, during which 
our importations were greatly eqrtail- 
ed as a result of a prevailing financial 
depression, the trade dropped to $ol,- 
513,149, and thereafter rose steadily by 
leaps and bounds. 


Of the $87,305,088 valuation placed 


upon our trade with Japan, China and 
Hongkong during 1899, $47,815.035 rep- 
resented the imports into the United 
States and $39,490,653 the exports from 
the United States. The excess of im- 
ports over exports amounted to $8,324,- 
382. In 18S9 the imports were valued 
at $35,196,670 and the exports at $11,- 
097,497, a difference of §24,098,173. 
These figures show tbat in the decade 
ended with 1899 there was a rain of 
$28,393,150, or 256 per cent in exports, 
while the increase in imports amount- 
ed to only $12,618,365, or 36 per cent 
During the last few years, in fact, th& 
imports disclosed an actual falling off, 
the value for 1899 being $1,164,131 less 
than that for 1896, which was recorded 
at $48,979,166. 
Our exports, on the 


trther hand, more than doubled during 
the three years succeeding 1896. " 


During the years 1889-99 our imports 


from Japan advanced from $16,687,992 
to $26,716,493 and the exports from $4,- 
619,985 to $17,264,688. In the last few 
years,there was a remarkable growth 
of exports. 
From $7,689,685 in 1890 


the value of exported merchandise 
rose to $13,255,478 in 1897 and to $20,- 
388,420 in 1898. The value for 1899, 
$17,264,688, although somewhat' less 
than that for 1898, was larger than any 
previous record. 


In our commerce with China during 


1889-99 there was a gain of $13,?93,168. 
The increase occurred almost entirely 
in the export trade, which advanced 
from $2,791,128 in 1889 to $14,493,440 
in 1899. Our imports for 1899, amount- 
ing to $18,619,268, were only sb'ghtly 
larger than in 1889, when a value of 
$17,028,412 was reported. The exports 
to China, like those to Japan, showed 
an exceptional growth in 1897, in 1898 
and in 1899. 


Our trade with Hongkong, although 


less important than that credited di- 
rectly to China, was almost doubled 
during 1889-99. Exports for 1899 were 
$7,732,525 as compared with only $3,- 
686,384 for 1889. 
The imports were 


considerably smaller and showed mark- 
ed fluctuations. In 1889 they were val- 
ued at $1,480,266, but these figures 
were not equaled again until 1899, 
when a value of $2,479,274 was record- 
ed. 


Our exports to the countries men- 


tioned consisted chiefly of cotton, cot- 
ton goods, kerosene oil, wheat flour 
and manufactures of iron and steel, the 
value of these five classes of articles 
exported aggregating in 1898 nearly SO 
per cent of the total exports to China, 
Japan and Hongkong. 
Japan took 


nearly all the raw cotton, while cotton 
manufactures went quite as largely to 
China. All three took kerosene oil in 
large quantities. The exports of wheat 
flour almost trebled during the decade, 
exports for Japan actually rising from 
19,677 barrels in 1889 to 161,654 bar- 
rels in 1898, while Hongkong the latter 
year took 939,053 barrels against 378,- 
634 in 1889. China's direct flour Im- 
portations were smalL 


The gain In exports of Iron and steel 


was very rapid In 1896, 1897 and 1898, 
most of the exports going to Japan, 
which took $3,195,152 worth in 1898 
i>ut of a total for the year of ?3,713,- 
D67. 
For 1889 the Iron and steel ex- 


ports to the three places named were 
only $519,212. 
Generally speaking, It 


may be stated that the figures show, 
that the gain in our Asiatic exports 
has been nearly all mads in the last 
five years. 


Aside from the five classes mention- 


ed the chief exports have been paper, 
alcohol, tobacco, leather, lubricating 
oils, lumber and scientific apparatus. 
Of the imports silk and tea made up 
70 per cent of the total, Japan sending ' 
most of the former and China most of 
the latter. Silk imports were $23,959,- 
035 in 189S and tea imports $8,896,836. 
In that year we imported $16,453,406 
worth of raw silk and $2,008,668 worth 
of silk manufactures from Japan, while 
from China came $7,506,409 in raw silk 
and only $135,006 in silk manufactures.

It may mean no more than 
that the empire must be supreme to 
the point of repelling all attacks on its 
territory, or it may mean that it must 
be supreme over all South African ter- 
ritory. 


The latter is accepted as the purpose 


of Great Britain. 


THE SHOOTING OF GOEBEt 


Rpresentative McCartney of Rock- 


land has introduced this referendum 
bill in the legislature. 


"The city council of any city in this 


commonwealth, may, and upon petition 
of voters of the city 
amounting in 


number to five per cent of the votes 
cast at the preceding city election, shall 
submit to the voters of the city at the 
next city election, or at a special elec- 
tion duly called- for the purpose, any 
question -which might lawfully corne 
before such city council. And the vote 
of the citizens so ta-ken shall be bind- 
ing upoa the crty and uron the city 
council.'' 


The bill Is exceedingly simple and un- 


usually clear. It would give the ref- 
erendum to all cities. It comprises two 
methods—the voluntary submitting of 
a question to the people by the city 
council, or the compulsory submitting 
of it to popular vote on the demand of 
five per cent of the voters. It provides 
for a special election to act on the 
question submitted. 


This bill is a measure that should 


become a law. Probably the1 powers it 
confers would be seldom exercised, but 
that does not operate- against it. It 
contains the means of making the city 
legislative bodies a-nd the people co- 
partners in the settlement of public 
matters. 


It seems to be a wise and progres- 


sive measure.

The attempt on the life of William 


Goebel at Frankfort ia something to be 
deplored, but it is not to be forgotten 
that Mr. Goebel himself is largely re- 
sponsible for the inflamed public tem- 
per of which the attempt was a na- 
tural outgrowth- Mr. Goebel and his 
partisans are responsible for a condi- 
tion in Kentucky boirdering on civil 


war. 


Goebel is the author of a vicious elec- 


tion law in the interest of his party 
and himself. So odious is the law that 
"Goebelism" has recently stood for one 
of the most hated things in public life 
in Kentucky. But Goebel managed to 
secure for himself the democratic no- 
mination for governor against Mr. 
Taylor, on the republican side. A very 
bitter contest was waged, and Mr. Bry- 
an went into Kentucky to help out 
partyman when his friends thought he 
would lose thus by identifying himsel 
with "Goebelism," Taylor was elected 
and Goebel claimed that he had won 
Many days of uncertainty passed, thi 
republicans preparing for the inaugu 
ration. Goebel's men charged all kindi 
of fraud and there were equal charge: 
on the other side. 
In the disputed 


counties recounts were made, board 
passed upon the returns, and in the 
end the state board of elections decided 
that Taylor had been legally elected, 
Gaebel members being forced by the 
evidence to vote against their man. So 
Taylor assumed office. 


Goebel thought there was still a 


chance for him as the state courts and 
legislature 
were 
democratic. Cases 


were carried into the courts and de- 
cided in favor of the democrats, having 
important bearing on the governorship 
contest, Goebel's case was carried Into 
the legislature and last night, when 
Goebel was at the point of death, the 
legislature's committee on the contest- 
ed election voted by'strictly party vote 
to seat Goebel. Today's news states 
Governor Taylor has dismissed the leg- 
islature on account of "insurrection" 
prevailing and represents the demo- 
crats wanting- to hold a session some- 
where to declare Goebel elected. So 
dangerous is the situation that the 
court of appeals refuses to sit, fearing 
their lives. 


The recent history so briefly narrated 


here produced a very dangerous condi- 
tion of public mind. Goebel was de- 
feated for governor, and certainly as 
fairly defeated as would have been 
Taylor had Goebel received more votes. 
There was nothing clean about the 
campaign, and Goebel should have ac- 
cepted the results. But he wouldn't do 
it, and he conducted himself in a man- 
ner that developed the spirit of riot 
and insurrection, causing every man to 
arm himself to the teeth and causing 
armed partisans of Taylor to invade 
Frankfort to secure to their party the 
' right of office that they had won. 


The prejudiced state of the people 


develops a crank with a rifle, who 
shoots Goebel, and that is the whole 
of it Distinctly Kentuckian, it may be 
said.

egraph connect it with Cape Town. Both 
are now being pushed into Central Af- 
rica.

To show 
what capital he can command without 
paying the shareholders a cent of divi- 
dend. I need only state that two years 
ago the British South African Char- 
tered company had expended $25,000,000 
in Rhodesia, that the British taxpayer 
had not contributed a farthing toward 
this, and that since the establishment 
the Chartered Company has earned no 
money for its shareholders. He handles 
millions as anothei would hundreds 
•and is not fastidious how he gets them. 
When Treasurer-General of Cape Col- 
ony at the age of 28, General Gordon 
met Rhodes and told him of his refus- 
ing a room full of gold offered by the 
emperor of China for 
crushing 
the 


Taiping rebellion. 'Oh, what a wasted 
opportunity!' 
exclaimed Rhodes. 'I 


would have taken as many roomfuls as 
I could have got.'

OM need,' is his motto, and Rhodes is 
•ssentially a man of big endeavors. He 
Srst coralled the diamond output of 
,he world and made_ humanity pay his 
price for love of adornment. Then he

finally attempted to 
confiscate 
the 


richest gold mimfc on earth, and, ini 
cidentally, paint the South African Re- 
public British red.

Interesting Convention of the Berkshire 


County W. C. T. U. Held Tuesday

T. U. in the work of which she was so 
heartily interested. She spoke briefly 
of the work accomplished by the W.

FACTS ABOUT PATAGONIA. 


ToTing Scotch Traveler Tells About 


Some New Ones. 


W. O. Campbell, a young Scotchman, 


has just returned from Patagonia, the 
fag end of the South American conti- 
nent, where he spent several months 
entirely alone among the Indians. The 
reports he brings back contradict the 
general impression of Patagonia as a 
desolate and dreary desert, inhabited 
by savages of revolting habits and ter- 
rifying appearance, says the Chicago 
Tribune. The few points in Patagonia 
which are marked on the map bear 
such names as Port Famine and Deso- 
lation island. 


Mr. Campbell declares that this does 


the country great injustice. 
The cli- 


• mate is by no means so inhospitable as 
it has been reported. 
Even at the 


southernmost point the mean tempera- 
ture in the winter time is 35 degrees 
above zero, while in the summer time 
it is 55 degrees. He walked into a 
native village in the Interior entirely 
without an escort, was kindly receiv- 
ed and given a hut, in which he made 
his home for more than a week. No 
one made any effort to interfere with 
him in any way, and he was furnished 
with food and drink. 


Mr. Campbell reports that the riv- 


ers are filled with seals, sea elephants, 
otters and edible fish in great numbers 
and that wild ducks and other birds 
abound in countless thousands. 
The 


iahabitants, instead of being filthy, as 
has so often been charged, bathe them- 
selves daily and are modest, kindly 
and simple. He thinks Patagonia is 
one of the most interesting portions of 
the earth. 


Trann-vaal State Secretary Say» Brit- 


ink Have Worn Only One Victory. 
F. W. Reltz, state secretary for the 


South African Republic,, has" mitten a 
personal friend in New York under 
date of Pretoria, Dec. 2 (before the bat-' 
tics of Magersfonteln, Strornberg and 
Colenso), in which he writes as follows, 
says the New York World: 


"I dare say you will have learned 


from the war news bow we are getting 
on here, although I doubt if you have 
correct information on the 'subject. Do 
not believe a word the English papers 
tell you about their grand victories. 
They hold the cables and tell whatever 
lies they think necessary to conceal 
their defeats. 


"Up to the present time they have 


had but one solitary success—the un- 
fortuaate affair at Elandslaagte, when 
about 7,000 English troops surrounded 
7SG of our men. Most of these were 
Dutch from Holland aud Germans- 
brave, good fellow's, but unacquainted 
with the South African mode of fight-

Ing and lacking prudence. Of our men 
50 were killed, CO wounded and 186 
taken prisoners. The rest escaped scot 
free. And yet the English papers make 
a fuss about this as if it were a Water- 
loo and they had wiped us out entirely/. 


"However, there is no use of enlarg- 


ing upon this theme, for when the truth 
becomes known the world will be sur- 
prised to find how different from their 
accounts the true facts are. 1 hate 
boasting, but I can say without hesita- 
tion that Tommy Atkins has already 
made a discovery that Afrikanders are 
not Sudanese. 


"We have nearly 2,000 British prison- 


ers, and the British must have already 
lost in killed and wounded between 
4,000 and 5,000- To our knowledge 200 
of their officers have been killed, 
wounded and taken prisoners. My two 
boys, who are at the front, are quite 
well."

fering a parody of Rudyard Kipling's 
"Recessional," of which this is a 
stanza: 


Gods of the jingo, brass and gold, 


Lords of the world, by right divine, 


Under whose baneful sway they hold

Such lords as these have made them rotten, 
They have forgotten, they have lorgotten.

THE HONEY MAKERS. 


I Lack of ventilation is a cause o£ damp- 
ness in many hives. 
1 Honey improves with age; the older It 
is the finer the flavor. 


1 More bees are lost by wintering than 
by disease, or any other cause. 


Extracted honey is much easier kept 


than comb honey, as the latter is liable 
to get spoiled. 


All work that is to be done with bees 


in winter time must be done on warm 
days while the bees are flying, and at no 
other time. 


It is absolutely necessary that suffi- 


cient absorbent should be kept over the 
cluster to take up the moisture. If there 
is not absorbent enough, diarrhea will 
set in and more or less loss occur. 


During cold weather it is not safe to 


feed liquids. The only food that should 
be used is candy, which may be made 
from granulated sugar. This may bo fed 
in large cakes or slabs laid over the 
frames. 
1 Every worker bee begins its life as a 
nurse bee, staying within the hive for 
the first week or ten days, supplying the 
larvse with the milky feed and capping 
them over when they are large enough to 
take care of themselves.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

Letters from the front In South Af- 


rica written by British officers and 
privates to their anxious friends at 
home contain many indications of the 
stern spirit in the ranks, says the New 
York Herald. • Among many Individual 
acts of bravery displayed In South 
Africa that of a private of the Grena- 
dier guards stands out prominently. 


During the thick of the fight at Bel- 


mont Colonel Orabbe, commanding the 
grenadiers, became detached from hia 
regiment and was immediately sur- 
rounded by Boers. Seeing his colonel's 
danger, the private rushed to his as- 
sistance. He shot two Boera, bayo- 
neted a third and, amid the firing, 
carried ColoneJ Crabbe to the ambu- 
lance wagon. 


The .colonel was shot In the wrist 


and injured In the thigh, and these 
were the wounds he described as 
scratches when wiring the result of 
the battle to Windsor. He was soon 
about again and recommended the 
guardsman for the Victoria cross. The 
man was one of the first grenadiers 
who volunteered from Windsor to join 


! the Third battalion. 


In a letter to bis sister about the 


Magersfontein battle a private of the 
Gordon highlanders writes: 


"I will never forget it. Men on both 


sides shot down like mad dogs. I ba- 
lieve the demon devil was In the men. 
All they wanted was the lives of the 
Boers. They seemed to be clamoring 
for the Blood of the Boers at the 
charge, shouting, 'Majuba! Majuba!' 
and we got Majuba in good earnest. 
We were glad to retire, like dogs with 
onr tails between our legs. I thank 
God I did not get hit. I got my shins 
cut with barbed wire. 


"My dear sister, I remember your 


words. They are still ringing in my 
ears, 'Don't be a murderer.' 
Cain's 


stain will never enter my soul. I don't 
forget to fire high. I will not be the 
tool of any nation. If I take a man's 
life when in England, I would be hang- 
ed for it, but if the government orders 
me to kill it is all right 
j 


"Our 
picket brought in four prison- 


ers—an Irishman, two Welshmen and 
a German. The corporal in charge of 
the prisoners willfully, with the butt 
end of his rifle, broke the right arm of 
one of the Welshmen prisoners because 
he was flghting against England. He 
is a miner and says It was the oppres- 
sion of Lord Penrhyn which caused 
him to 'leave his borne and country and 
make the Transvaal his home. Any- 
way, 
there were several said they 


would take the bounce out of the cor- 
poral. Well, It is all over with him 
now. 
It appears he went to the rear 


and never came back alive. His skull 
was broken in, and there he was found 
stiff. 


"Don't forget me in your night pray- 


ers. 
If it is the will of God that I 


should lose my life in this war, I say, 
'Thy will be done.' " 


Writing of the battle of Magersfon- 


tein, a sergeant of the Seaforth high- 
landers says: 


"The Black Watch in front made an 


attempt to charge the position, but we 
had to retire and simply run for it, the 
enemy blazing at us all the way and 
dropping our fellows like skittles from 
their splendid positions. 
There was 


nothing for it but to lie down and pre- 
tend to be dead, and this I did about 
5:30 a. tn., till, I suppose, 6 p. m,, the 
sun pouring down on ma all the time 
and not a drink of water all day and 
dare not stir hand or foot and expect- 
ing every instant to be my last 
I 


could hear nothing but the cries, moans 
and prayers of the wounded all round 
me, but I daren't so much as look up 
to see who they were. Shot and shell 
were going over me all day from the 
enemy and our side and plenty of them 
striking within a yard of me—I mean 
bullets, not shell—and yet they never 
hit me. 
| 
"I believe some of the fellows went 


ofE their beads and walked right up to 
the enemy's place, singing till they 
dropped them. 
One youngster lying 


close to me said he would make a dart 
for it about 3 p. m. I tried my best to 
persuade him not to, but he would go. 
A couple of seconds later I could hear 
them pitting at him and then his groans 
for about a minute, and then he was 
quiet 
"About this time the sun began to 


get fearfully hot, and I began to feel 
it in the legs, which are now very pain- 
ful and swollen. Besides I was parch- 
ed with thirst Most of the wounded 
round me had ceased groaning by this 
time. As it began to get dark I man- , 
aged to wriggle my body through the i 
shrub farther back and after I had 
been-at It some time on looking up 
found myself right In front of another 
Intrenchment of the enemy. They sent 
a few rounds at me, but they struck 
just In front and rlcochetted over my 
head. After a bit. It getting darker, I 
got up and walked back, and there was 
nothing but dead highlanders all over 
the place." 
Writing home to tls wife in Notting- 


ham, from Sterkstroom, a • color ser- 
geant In the Second battalion, Fifth 
Northumberland fusileers, says: 


"I have been through my baptism of 


'fire, and, my God, what a baptism It 
was! 
On our arrival at Molteno we 


were given half an hour's rest and then 
ordered on onr night march, bayonets 
fixed, no talking, no smoking—nothing 
but the tramp, tramp of feet—over 
hills, through rivers, nullahs, kopjes 
laagers, and on, on we marched through 
the long, weary night 


"At last day broke on as bright and 


sunny a morning as ever broke on 
God's earth. Our general's idea was to 
give the Boers a surprise and carry 
.them at the point of the bayonet, but 
we were disappplnted. We were be- 
trtiyed by some1 Villain or other and 
j*vere led Into as,'nice a trap as ever 
mortal was led Into, a veritable slaugh- 
ter house. 


"As we commenced to march be- 


tlbn's bi£n *of TTi'?*5 f£KHSe" a blaze of 
shot and shell, and bow I am alive to 
tell the tale Is a wonder. We found It 
impossible to get at them. They were 
BO strongly Intrenched that we had to 
retire, and, horror of. horrors, to do 
this we had to run the gantlet of a 
terrible fire. I hadn't gone 100 yards 
when my ankle gave, and I could only 
hop. 
Then I ottered up a hearty pray- 


er to God to look after you and the 
children and was about to give up 
when a bullet tore my trousers. That 
gave me a fresh lease of life, and off I 
went again. 
Awhile after the bullets 


flew around so that I gave myself up 
entirely, but still the bullets would not 
hit me. We managed to get clear at 
last and marched 15 miles to Molteno. 


"I forgot to mention that a cavalry- 


man lent me his mount, and It ran v»lld 
with me, and I again had a narrow es- 
cape from death. But It was not to be. 
I must have had 90 lives, to say the 
least, that day." 


One of the war correspondents shut 


up in Ladysmith sends interesting par- 
ticulars of the cheery manner in which 
the people in the besieged town spent 
Christmas day. The children had an 
especially good time. Two hundred of 
the little folk were entertained at a 
feast at which they had abundance of 
the customary dainties and even lui- 
nries. The feast was under the chief 
control of Colonel Dartnell and Major 
Karrl-Davies, who gleeiully distribut- 
ed the good things with their own 
hands. 
There were four Christmas 


trees named respectively Britain, Na- 
tal, Canada an<J Australia. Sir George 
White and General Hunter were among 
the numerous company that witnessed 
the festive proceedings.

One of the men of the Second Corn- 


1 walls, writing under date of Dec. 20 
' to his father and mother at Plymouth, 


says: 


"After 
we disembarked at Cape 


Town on Nov. 29 we went about 500 
miles up country to De Aar. Ten daya 
ago we left there for the Orange river 
camp, and now we are waiting hourly 
and anxiously for orders to proceed to 
the front. 
Two companies of ours 


have gone to Modder river to join Lord 
Methuen's <g>lumn. 


"We have sent several trainloads of 


Boers as prisoners to Cape Town, and 
now we have got 50 more here to send 
on. I went to Cape Town with a par- 
ty of 28 Boers. They seem a decent 
lot of men, and, in fact, could not do 
too much for the six of 'Us who were 
forming their escort. Why, they must 
have spent quite £12 (§60) on us. But 
they seemed very glad to be taken 
prisoners and thoroughly sick of the 
war. 


i 
"Among the prisoners we have one 


1 boy—a Boer boy. The poor little fel- 


low Is not more than 12 years of age 
and has been fighting. He has had 
both legs broken and shot through. It 
Is very pathetic. 
But what a pity it 


is to see the poor little chap suffering! 
You bet he is being well attended to 
by us. His father was killed in the 
same engagement, and he has a broth- 
er still flghting."
